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PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1954. 

During  the  year  the  Whitland  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed, 
i.e.,  as  far  as  the  laying  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  construction  of 
disposal  works  were  concerned. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  response  from  the  public  in  connecting 
their  properties  to  the  sewer  is  not  what  it  should  be.  In  future 
schemes  the  Council  propose  incorporating  the  sewer  connection  in 
the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  and  thereby  obviate 
this  possible  delay.  Even  so,  it  appears  that  the  public,  despite 
their  persistent  appeals  for  sewerage  schemes,  do  not  appreciate  the 
installation  of  such  a scheme  as  readily  as  they  might,  and  there  is 
undoubtedly  unnecessary  delay  in  taking  advantage  of  it  by  the 
construction  of  water  closets  and  the  provision  of  new  drainage 
schemes  for  waste-water. 

Housing  construction  proceeded  at  a satisfactory  pace,  though  in 
some  areas,  due  to  lack  of  sites,  the  need  is  as  great  as  ever.  As 
pointed  out  last  year  it  would  be  a serious  undertaking  to  transfer 
these  persons  to  areas  where  suitable  sites  can  be  obtained. 

The  Llawddog  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  water  to  the  northern 
part  of  the  Rural  District  did  not  progress  as  well  as  had  been 
expected.  This  area  is  in  urgent  need  of  a water  supply  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  progress  will  be  speeded  up. 

I should  like  to  emphasise  the  urgent  need  for  the  commencement 
of  the  Eastern  Area  Scheme  as  this  scheme  will  supply  a further 
area  of  the  Rural  District  which  is  urgently  in  need  of  water. 
Furthermore,  until  this  scheme  is  in  operation  any  further  erection 
of  houses  at  Pensarn  is  impossible — a rather  disquieting  thought 
when  one  realises  there  is  a waiting  list  of  over  seventy  applicants. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  see  an  early  commencement  to 
the  scheme. 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  population  has  been  maintained 
at  a satisfactory  level.  The  infant  mortality  rate  remained  more 
or  less  constant  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  there  was 
no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  eight  more 
than  for  the  previous  year.  The  majority  of  these  deaths,  approxi- 
mately 74%,  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  55  years,  and 
fifteen  of  the  deaths  occurred  among  persons  over  75  years  of  age. 


Of  the  fifty-four  deaths  from  cancer  seven  were  from  cancer  of  the 
lung,  and  of  these  seven,  six  were  males.  All  the  six  males  were 
under  62  years  of  age,  the  youngest  being  47  years  old. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help. 


No  specific  Committees  deal  with  matters  of  public  health  ; the 
whole  Council  is  responsible.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres, 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz.  : — Abergwili,  Abernant,  Conwil 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumpsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandyfaeiog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township,  Llan- 
ddowror,  Llangynin,  Llanwinio,  Meidrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech-a’r- 
Betws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East,  Eglwys- 
cummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1954  is  : — 28,560. 

For  Registration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
four  Registration  Sub-Districts  :• —

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in 
farming  and  trades  allied  to  it.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at 
Whitland,  St.  Clears  and  Pensarn  (Llangunnor).  The  bulk  (on  an 
average  over  60,000  gallons)  of  the  milk  from  the  factories  at  Pen- 
sarn and  Whitland  is  transported  daily  to  London.  Portions  of  the 
Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llangendeirne  border  on 
the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally,  the  main  occupation  of  that 
area  is  coal  mining.  In  addition,  there  are  a few  quarries  in  the 
rural  area,  particularly  along  the  limestone  ridge  in  the  eastern 
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part  of  the  district.  The  Railways  throughout  the  area  provide 
employment  for  a large  number  of  persons,  particularly  in  the 
Western  Parishes  around  Whitland. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said  to 
have  any  prejudicial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  area  is  £72,420,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £290  Os.  Od.  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  8,529.

Laboratory  Facilities  : 

In  the  investigation  and  control  of  infectious  disease  full  use  was 
made  of  the  facilities  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 

Ambulance  facilities  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of 
sitting  car  cases  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  : 

This  service  is  undertaken  in  the  Rural  District  by  twelve  District 
Nurses  under  arrangement  made  by  the  County  Council  with  District 
Nursing  Associations.  One  District  Nursing  Association  (Llan- 
gathen)  which  area  includes  a part  of  the  Rural  District,  was 
amalgamated  with  the  Llanfynydd  District  Nursing  Association 
during  the  year.  The  County  Council  also  directly  employ  four 
District  Nurse/Midwives  in  the  areas  where  there  are  no  Nursing 
Associations,  viz.  — Mydrim  and  Trelech,  Gorslas,  Drefach  and 
Pontyates. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

During  the  year,  a new  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  at 
Trelech.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ten  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  in  the  Rural  District,  viz.  : — Carmarthen,  Ferryside, 
Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Laugharne,  Llanstephan,  Pendine,  Pontyates, 
St.  Clears,  Trelech  and  Whitland. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  Carmarthen,  Kidwelly, 
Cross  Hands,  Llandilo  and  Pontyates  were  catering  for  the  area 
of  the  Rural  District. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children  : 

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  mentioned  in  my  last 
year’s  Annual  Report  for  the  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their 
Children.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation  : 

Infectious  Diseases  : 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble,  Nr. 
Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities  : 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital. 
The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 

There  is  still  a need  for  extra  accommodation  for  the  nursing  of 
the  chronic  sick  and  aged.  Bed  facilities  for  such  persons  are 
strictly  limited  and  to  obtain  an  emergency  admission  is  impossible 
due  to  the  large  number  already  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission. 

Venereal  Diseases  : 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases.  There  are  no  clinics  in  the  area  of  the  Rural 
District,  the  nearest  being  at  Llanelly. 

Tuberculosis  : 

The  notification  rate  of  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  was  1.23  as 
compared  with  1.48  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  35  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  as  compared  with  42  cases  notified  in  the 
previous  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  reduction  will  be  main- 
tained in  the  years  to  come.  It  is  noticeable  that  of  these  35  cases 
17  of  them  occurred  in  the  age  group  “ fifteen  to  thirty-five  ” years. 
This  fact  is  rather  disturbing  as  it  is  between  these  ages  that  mankind 
firstly  commences  to  train  himself  for  his  future  occupation  in  life, 
and  secondly,  endeavours  to  establish  himself  as  a useful  working 
member  of  the  community. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951  : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act — Removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Although  a number  of  cases  were  investigated  with  this  end  in 
view,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  suitable  alternative  arrangements 
through  relatives  were  made,  thus  obviating  the  need  to  take  this 
harsh  procedure. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Housing  : 

The  Council’s  Housing  Programme  continued  to  progress  satis- 
factorily during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  houses  completed 
during  the  year  was  96  making  a total  number  of  661  houses  com- 
pleted since  1946. 

It  was  pleasing  to  see  final  steps  being  taken  in  liquidating  the 
ex-P.O.W.  Camp  Site  at  Llanddarog.  During  the  year  the  building 
of  non-traditional  type  houses  on  this  site  was  commenced,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  see  their  completion  in  1955. 
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Once  again  I must  reiterate  my  statement  of  last  year  with  regard 
to  rents,  particularly  in  view  of  the  Ministry’s  decision  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  subsidy.  As  I have  pointed  out  previously  the 
Rural  District  of  Carmarthen  is,  with  the  exception  of  a small 
fringe  area,  essentially  agricultural,  and  the  average  wage  in  no 
way  compares  with  that  prevalent  in  a truly  industrial  area.  It 
appears  to  me  that  unless  this  question  of  rent  can  be  settled,  Slum 
Clearance  will  be  completely  out  of  the  question. 

Housing  Act,  1949  : 

During  the  year  130  applications  were  made  for  Improvement 
Grants  under  the  above  Act.  All  these  applications  were  carefully 
investigated  by  a Committee  together  with  the  Engineer  and  also 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  concerned.  During  the  year 
116  applications  for  grants  were  approved  by  the  Council,  in  principle. 

The  Council  can  feel  well  satisfied  with  its  achievements  in  this 
direction,  and  it  can  safely  be  said  that  improvement  of  houses  is 
gradually  becoming  as  important  as  the  erection  of  new  houses. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  shows  in 
the  following  table  the  position  of  Housing  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1954. 


POST  WAR  PROGRAMME 
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Water  Supply  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1954  : — 

“ The  year  under  review  did  not  witness  any  outstanding  changes 
in  the  Council’s  water  supplies. 

Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  in  the  construction  of  the 
Llawddog  Water  Scheme  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  long  awaited 
completion  of  this  scheme  will  be  realised  before  the  end  of  1955. 

As  my  report  for  the  year  1953  indicated,  the  Council  has  been 
endeavouring  for  some  time  to  seek  permission  to  extend  the  mains 
of  the  Western  Area  Water  Scheme  in  various  directions  to  serve 
the  needs  of  outlying  districts.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Ministry  has  authorised  work  to  proceed  on  fourteen  of  the  eighteen 
extensions  submitted  for  consideration.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
Contracts  will  commence  early  in  1955  and  that  the  entire  pro- 
gramme will  be  completed  towards  the  late  summer. 

Similarly  permission  has  been  received  to  construct  a new  water 
scheme  in  the  village  of  Carway  which  is  situated  in  the  industrial 
region  of  this  Rural  District.  Water  will  now  be  purchased  in  bulk 
from  the  Llanelly  Rural  District  Council. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  long  awaited  permission  to  proceed  with 
the  Eastern  Area  Water  Scheme  has  not  been  received  although  the 
sinking  of  a borehole  in  connection  with  the  scheme  has  been 
sanctioned  and  work  thereon  has  already  commenced. 

The  Council  is  still  pursuing  the  question  of  providing  a piped 
supply  of  water  to  the  fringe  areas  on  the  western  extremity  of  the 
District.  It  is  hoped  that  material  progress  will  soon  be  evident  in 
these  districts  and  that  the  dire  need  of  a wholesome  supply  of 
water  in  these  remote  areas  will  be  satisfied. 

Constant  vigilance  has  been  maintained  to  ensure  the  purity  and 
adequacy  of  all  supplies.”

Sampling  of  Water  Supplies  : 

As  in  former  years,  sampling  of  water  supplies  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  is  performed  as  carefully  as  possible. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water  is  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Carmarthen  and  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Bank  Lane,  Carmarthen.  Chemical  examination  of  water  is  also 
carried  out  by  the  latter. 

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo-solvent 
action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration  through 
magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests  of  the  water 
in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 


SAMPLES  OF  WATER  TAKEN  DURING  THE  YEAR  FROM  PUBLIC  SUPPLIES 
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Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System  : 

Grant-aided  Schemes  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

As  in  former  years  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  co-operated 
with  the  Water  Supplies  Officer  of  the  Carmarthenshire  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee,  and  during  the  year  they  have  taken  samples 
of  water  for  examination  from  proposed  sources  of  supply. 

Sewerage  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows : — 

During  the  year  1954  work  has  been  progressing  steadily  to 
connect  individual  properties  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

The  majority  of  properties  in  the  industrial  area  around  Drefach 
have  already  been  connected  and  it  is  anticipated  that  by  mid 
summer  1955  all  possible  properties  will  be  served  by  the  Sewerage 
Schemes  which  have  been  constructed  jointly  with  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Council. 

Similarly  most  properties  in  Whitland  have  been  connected  to  the 
newly  constructed  sewerage  scheme. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
Llansaint  Sewerage  Scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence 
early  in  1955. 

No  other  sewerage  scheme  has  reached  a similar  stage  but 
preparatory  work  is  proceeding  on  the  proposed  Ferryside,  Aber- 
gwili  and  Llanstephan  schemes  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  year  1955 
will  see  further  strides  in  the  provision  of  the  long  awaited  schemes 
for  these  areas. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  system  of  direct  labour  for  savenging  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  Rural  District  was  maintained  during  the  year.  The  system 
works  quite  efficiently,  and  despite  most  inclement  weather  on 
numerous  occasions  the  work  has  always  been  completed. 

From  time  to  time  requests  are  made  for  the  extension  to  new 
areas  of  the  refuse  collection  service.  Despite  re-organisation  of 
routes  and  times  of  servicing  of  vehicles  (the  latter  is  now  carried 
out  in  the  evening)  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  meet  all 
demands.  Unfortunately  the  putting  into  operation  of  an  additional 
collection  vehicle  and  crew  is  not  a practical  proposition  as  there  is 
not  sufficient  work  to  keep  such  a vehicle  and  crew  fully  employed 
for  half  a week  let  alone  for  a whole  week.  To  meet  the  requests  of 
the  public  the  only  practical  solution  is  to  work  overtime  as  the 
additional  expense  incurred  in  so  doing  is  infinitely  less  than  the 
expense  which  would  be  incurred  by  having  an  additional  vehicle 
and  crew.

I should  like  to  thank  the  refuse  collection  crews  for  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  accepted  this  additional  work,  and  also  for  the  way 
in  which  they  have  always  completed  the  work,  especially  during 
inclement  weather. 

In  some  areas  (in  particular  I refer  to  the  Pontyates  and  Carway 
area)  collection  of  refuse  is  made  much  more  difficult  by  the  non- 
availability of  suitable  places  for  tipping  the  refuse.  I shall  be 
very  grateful  if  the  Members  of  the  Council  will  inform  me  of  any 
suitable  sites  in  their  localities  where  refuse  can  be  tipped.  In 
particular,  old  disused  quarries  or  useless  marshes  would  be  most 
suitable. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  licences  were  issued  relative  to  moveable  dwellings  during  the 
year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

As  in  former  years  the  Rodent  Control  Scheme  continued  to  be 
maintained  at  a very  high  level  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rodent 
Officer  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  district  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

A brief  summary  of  the  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year  is  as 
follows  : — 

1.  No.  of  treatments  to  Business  Premises— 60. 

2.  No.  of  treatments  to  Dwelling  Houses — 1,070. 

3.  No.  of  treatments  to  Local  Authority  Properties — 68. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  number  of  treatments  to  Dwelling  Houses 
has  increased  considerably  as  compared  with  previous  years.  Sewers 
were  systematically  tested,  and  this  work  will  continue  to  increase 
as  the  Council’s  new  sewerage  schemes  become  completed. 

In  carrying  out  these  rodent  infestation  treatments  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  technique  was  strictly  adhered  to,  i.e., 
the  base  baits  being  sausage  rusk,  oatmeal  and  flour,  with  warfarin, 
zink  phosphide  and  mafantu  as  the  principal  poisons. 

This  service  is  most  appreciated  by  the  public,  and  frequently  one 
receives  reports  of  the  most  efficient  manner  in  which  the  operators 
carry  out  their  duties. 

Administration  of  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948 

Duties  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Factories  Acts  have 
been  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  as  part  of  their  routine 
work,  and  a close  liaison  has  been  maintained  as  in  former  years 
with  the  Inspector  of  Factories. 
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Part  VIII  of  the  Act. 

Outwork 

(Sections  110  and  111). 

The  return  required  under  Part  VIII.  of  the  Act  is  “ Nil. 


SCHOOLS 

The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There 
are  56  Primary  Schools  (57  Departments)  and  2 Secondary  Schools 
within  the  Rural  area. 

During  the  year  Pantycaws  C.P.  School  was  closed  from  22nd 
November  to  28th  November  on  account  of  Influenza. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 

Diphtheria 

No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  reiterate  my  statement  of  last  year,  namely 
freedom  from  diphtheria  is  entirely  due  to  the  immunisation  which 
has  taken  place  during  the  past  years,  and  if  the  state  of  immunity 
of  the  child  population  is  permitted  to  fall  then  diphtheria  will  occur 
again.  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  need  for  the  immunisation 
of  all  children,  and  also  the  value  of  the  “ booster  ” or  " re-inforcing  ” 
doses  at  five  and  eight  years  of  age. 

Infantile  Paralysis 

During  the  year  one  case  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred,  this 
being  a boy  aged  17  years  who  was  employed  as  an  agricultural 
worker.  The  case  was  of  the  paralytic  type  and  was  removed  to 
the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital,  Upper  Tumble,  Llanelly,  for 
treatment. 

There  was  no  death  from  the  disease. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Numbers  of  all  Cases  of  Infectious  and  other  notifiable  Diseases, 
originally  notified  during  the  year  1954,  and  of  the  final  numbers 
according  to  Sex  and  Age  after  corrections  subsequently  made 
either  by  the  Notifying  Medical  Practitioner  or  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  : 

The  enforcement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  is 
the  duty  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  but  the  Local 
Authority  carries  out  the  supervision  of  milk  vendors. 

ICE-CREAM 

As  during  the  previous  year  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice- 
Cream  in  the  Rural  District  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  to  1952. 
The  premises  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  and  manufacturers  are  regularly 
visited  and  supervised,  and  samples  are  taken  to  ascertain  the 
purity  of  the  supplies.  The  results  of  the  samples  taken  were  on  the 
whole  satisfactory. 

I must  again  draw  attention  to  the  necessity  for  handlers  of  this 
product,  both  wholesalers  and  retailers,  to  maintain  a high  standard  of 
personal  hygiene  and  the  most  scrupulous  cleanliness  whilst  carrying 
out  their  work. 

The  number  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  in  the  Rural  District  at  the 
end  of  1954  was  50,  and  in  addition  there  were  6 Ice-Cream  manu- 
facturers. 


THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area  is  the  County  Council. 
Mr.  D.  R.  Watkins,  Chief  Inspector  of  the  County  Council,  reports  as 
follows  on  work  done  during  the  year  under  the  above  Acts  in  the 
area  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District  :• —

The  added  water  present  varied  between  6%  and  14%.  Legal 
action  was  taken  in  respect  of  the  seven  samples  and  fines  and  costs 
amounting  to  £51  11s.  Od.  were  imposed  on  the  four  milk  producers 
responsible. 

The  deficiencies  in  Butter-Fat  varied  between  1%  and  13%. 
After  making  investigations  it  was  felt  that  the  deficiences  were  not, 
in  all  probability,  due  to  deliberate  abstraction  of  fat  but  were  due 
to  lack  of  care  in  handling  the  milk  or  to  natural  causes.  The 
suppliers  concerned  were  warned.

These  samples  were  taken  at  schools,  school  kitchens,  children’s 
home,  canteens,  dairies,  etc. 

Official  samples,  which  are  included  above,  were  subsequently 
taken  from  the  supplier  of  the  two  samples  found  to  contain  added 
water  and  legal  action  was  taken  against  him. 

Official  samples  were  also  taken,  where  this  was  considered 
necessary,  from  the  suppliers  of  the  samples  deficient  in  butter-fat. 


Miscellaneous  Articles  of  Food  and  Drugs  :

One  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  was  a sample  of  Sweets  described 
as  “ Butter  Candies.”  Sweets  in  the  description  of  which  the 
word  “Butter”  is  used  should  contain  at  least  4%  Butter- Fat. 
These  sweets  contained  only  0.09%  Fat.  Legal  action  was  taken 
against  the  manufacturers  and  a fine  of  £3  was  imposed  with 
£1  15s.  Od.  costs. 
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The  other  unsatisfactory  sample  was  a sample  of  Butter  which 
contained  a percentage  of  Water  very  slightly  in  excess  of  the 
permitted  maximum  of  16%.  The  Butter  Merchant  responsible 
was  warned. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949-1953 

During  the  year  several  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Milk 
Pasteurising  establishments  in  the  area  in  respect  of  which  licences 
have  been  granted  by  the  County  Council  for  the  sale  of  “ Pasteurised 
Milk  ”.  There  were  no  serious  irregularities  and  all  of  the  forty-six 
samples  of  “ Pasteurised  Milk  ” taken  at  these  establishments  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory  by  the  Doctor  in  charge  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Until  the  decontrol  of  meat  in  July  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
employed  by  the  Rural  District  Council  assisted  in  the  inspection 
of  meat  at  the  Borough  Slaughterhouse.  This  assistance  was 
carried  out  on  a rota  system. 

In  July,  nineteen  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  were  licenced 
in  the  Rural  District.  These  slaughterhouses  are  situated  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
the  area  concerned  deals  with  the  meat  inspection  in  his  district. 

The  following  table  is  concerned  with  Carcases  inspected  in  the 
Rural  District  only,  i.e.,  since  the  decontrol  of  meat  in  July,  and 
does  not  include  the  amount  of  meat  inspected  at  the  Borough 
Slaughterhouse  previous  to  that  date.
